“So, I won the title and I had 
the good clothes, the suites at 
big-name hotels, important men 
and women seeking me out. And 
then I had to learn something 
else. I spent a lot of bitter hours 
before I realized that I hadn't 
known how to evaluate what I 
wanted out of life. So, I had to 
learn. 

“T had to learn that polished 
people were not always nice ones 


to know: that a hotel suite could | 


be as empty and as lonesome as 
a dollar room in a cheap rooming 
house: and that clothes and ex- 

nsive meals were not enough. 
t took a long time, but I learned 
— 

So said the champion, who has 
become a living legend to go 
alongside the old ones of the past 
fighting men such as Sullivan, 
Corbett, Kilrain, Wolgast, Nelson, 
Ketchell, Gans—who are a part 
of American folklore. 


Commencement 

I was making a commencement 
talk the other day and I was 
trying to talk plain. There was 
no oratory in it. 

I had started with a line from 
Walt Whitman, to the effect that 
no matter what attainment of 
success may come, out of each 


attainment comes: the necessity 
for another struggle. 

Outside it was spring. The 
sunshine slanted in through the 
windows and glinted from the 
athletic trophies on the table by 
the speaker’s stand. The air was 
soft. There was the sound of 
birds in it from the trees whose 
branches shadowed the building. 
The commencement talk always 
is just one more thing to be en- 
dured before release comes to 
go home and plunge Into the ease 
and luxury of idleness, The class 
is always restive. 

I was having a difficult time 
with Whitman vs. Spring and the 
end of school. Whitmar and I 
were fading fast when ' thought 
of Dempsey. I realized, suddenly 
that Dempsey had said it better 
than the great poet whose soul 
was stirred by the Civil War and 
the great westward expansion of 
peoples carrying with them the 
American dream. 

He had said that out of each 
fruition of success comes another 
struggle.

Jack Dempsey, out of the min- 
ing camps and the tough sport- 
ing atmosphere of the west, had 
said it better: “I wanted some- 
thing out of life. I was hungry 
for what the title would buy. 
And when I had it I knew bit-

When I switched from Whitman 
to Dempsey I knocked spring 
right out of the hall.

Hill will be succeeded by John 
E. Tilford, Executive Vice-Presi- 
dent of the road, who has been a 
member of the Board of Directors 
since 1946, 

The retiring President, who has 
spent 52 of his 72 years in the 
railroad business, told his “rail- 
road family” he felt that he should 
give up the strenuous position as 
head of a major railroad system. 

Tilford, about 60, has spent all 
his adult life in railroading. 

Hill, a native of Spencer, Tenn., 
became President of the L. & N. 
November 27, 1934. He was trained 
at George Peabody College, Nash- 
ville, to be a teacher, but started 
in the railroad business as relief 
agent of the Nashville, Chattanoo- 
ga & St. Louis Railway at Bon 
Air, Tenn. 

He was appointed Chief Clerk 
to the President of the N. C. & St. 
L., Treasurer and Assistant to the 
President in quick order. He be- 
came President of the line March 
23, 1916, and served in that ca- 
pacity until he became President 
of the L. & N. 

Tilford, a native of Georgia, be- 
came Assistant to the Freight 
Traffic Manager of the L. & N. in 
May, 1920. He became Assistant 
Vice-President in February, 1937, 
and later was elected Vice-Presi- 
dent in Charge of Traffic and Ex- 
ecutive Vice-President.

Holmes also testified that as 
soon as President Truman heard 
of the delay maneuver, he ordered 
vigorous action in the case. 

“I never heard of Holmes,” Var- 
daman said Wednesday night. 

In view of Holmes’ testimony, 
he Committee has arranged to 
heard Vardaman at a session be- 
hind closed doors Friday. 

Holmes was an Assistant Secre- 
tary of State under the late Sec- 
retary Edward R. Stettinius, Jr., 
at the time of Amerasia arrests in 
June, 1945.

McCarthy has contended that 
the Amerasia case, involving the 
alleged illegal removal of hun- 
dreds of secret Government docu- 
ments, is the key to his general 
charges of a Red network in the 
Department. 

The Wisconsin Senator and 
some of his Republican colleagues 
have claimed there was a “cover 
up” of the Justice Department’s 
failure to win prison-term convic- 
tions in prosecuting the case. Only 
two of the six persons arrested 
by the FBI paid fines; the others 
were cleared.

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn:, June 7—(AP)—Widespread 
liquor running operatoins for the purposes of tax evasion 
throughout the Southeastern States were linked Wednesday 
with a criminal ring including remnants of a Chicago gang 
with outposts in New York, Washington, Atlanta and Jack- 


sonville.

Court Denies 
Jackson Plea 


The U. S. Supreme Court has 
denied the latest appeal of Clar- 
ence Jackson, escaped Negro con- 
vict from the Ben Hill camp, in his 
lengthy court battle to prevent be- 
ing returned to Fulton County. 

Jackson fled in 1948 while serv- 
ing a 20-year burglary sentence. 
His attempt last June in New York 
courts to fight extradiction was 
successfully opposed by Fulton 
Col. Gen. Paul Webb and state 
and county prison officials. 

The local officials personnally 
appeared in court and convinced 
New York Judge Ernest L. Ham- 
mer that Georgia prison camps 
rated high as clean, humane and 
orderly institutions and did not fit 
the evil description painted by 
Jackson. 

This was the second Supreme 
Court victory for Webb this week. 
Monday he received notice that 
Homer Loomis Jr., organizer of the 
Columbians, Inc., had been denied 
a writ of certiorari. 

The solicitor stated he was no- 
tifying Loomis’ bondsmen to sur- 
render him within a week or he 
would order the $2,000 bond for- 
feited. Loomis was sentenced to 12 
months in prison after conviction 
in Fulton Superior Court on a riot 
charge. 

Loomis’ father, a New York at- 
torney, meanwhile, has wired 
Webb that he was petitianing the 
Supreme Court for a rehearing.

_ers turned out here Wednesday night to hear Gubernatorial 
Candidate M. E. Thompson, despite the fact a scheduled rally 


earlier had been rained out. 

Thompson, answering a plea 
that he “just say a few words any- 
way,” mounted an i 

latform to lambast Gov. Herman 
Talmadge and Roy Harris, whom, 
he described as “running all over 
Georgia in a futile effort to mend 
their broken machine.” | 

Following one day behind Gov. 
Talmadge in, addressing Harris, 
County voters, Thompson de-| 
nounced his opponent for “acting| 
the part of a blustering, bragging 
demagogue right here in Hamilton. 
so as to disqualify himself from 
the support of any decent person 
in Georgia.” | 

A downpour of rain forced 
Thompson's portable platform un- 
der shelter at Hamilton. 

The former Acting Governor, 
gesturing towards the spot upon 
which Talmadge Tuesday spoke’ 
from a wooden platform, built of 
Harris County pine especially for 
Talmadge, drawled: 

“I’m standing on my own plat- 
form|” 

Thompson told a crowd of 
around 200 that if the election. 
were held tomorrow, he was con- 
fident of winning. 


Pounding on a thick Georgia 
law book, the candidate reaffirm- | 
ed his earlier pledge to guarantee | 
segregation in Georgia schools. 
“fram the kindergarten to the 
university system.” 


Thompson pointed to his own 
name “on page 61 of the Georgia 
laws of 1949” with names of seven 
other Southern governors who 
signed a compact to keep white 
and Negro students segregated. 

Democratic County Chairman 
William B. Stice introduced '§ 
Thompson here as a candidate 
“working for the man in overalls. 
with corns on his hand.”

The bidding has proceeded: 

Opening lead: king of clubs. 

The science of card valuation 
is something more than the 
mere memorization of a table of 
honor cards. There are many 
times when an otherwise glam- 
orous card is plainly recogniz- 
able as worthless. Sometimes a 
delicate touch is required to de- 
termine that certain cards are 
without value. Today’s hand 
provides a very interesting ex- 
ample. 

The bidding is given as it ac- 
tually accurred, but the recrimi- 
nations between partners have 
not been included. North con- 
tended that when partner could 
open vulnerable with six spades, 
he surely had the right to raise 
once with three gilt-edged honor 
tricks. South insisted that it 
couldn’t be wrong for him to bid 
a siam when he had it to lay- 
down in his own hand, and that 
North should not have regarded 
South’s bid as an invitation to 
g° seven, Who was guilty? 

I am afraid that North has no 
defense to the indictment. He 
reasoned that partner could 
take 12 tricks and he could take 


three. That adds up to 15. On 
_ that line of reasoning, he should 


have bid nine spades.’ Obvious- 
ly, one of his aces is useless, 
because South would not have 
opened with a slam if he had 
two losers. Well, if one of the 
aces is useless, isn’t it barely 
possible that the other one is 
useless too? 


‘One thing is certain, the South 
hand contains only one loser, 


but the question arises in what . 


suit is that loser? If it were in 
hearts or clubs, wouldn’t South 
open with a two bid and then 
give his partner a chance to 
show his aces? The very fact 
that South did not afford North 
the opportunity to show either 
the ace of clubs or the ace of 
hearts, makes it clear:‘that he is 
not interested in either of them. 
Tt is a good general principle 
of bidding that if you do not 
afford your partner the oppor- 
tunity to show a certain feature 
then it follows that you have 
no interest in that feature. 

It follows logically, therefore, 
that South’s only loser must be 
in trumps and since North can- 
not help out in that department, 
he should be content with the 
small slam bid. In fact, it has 
become a convention that an 
opening bid of five or six in a 
major suit calls for a raise for 
every high trump honor held. 
For example: Partner opens 
with five spades and you have 
the king-queen of spades and 
nothing else. You should bid 
seven, because you know he was 
counting on losing to both the 
king and the queen of trumps 
and the rest of his hand must 
be solid. 

The hand shown today {s un- 
questionably suited ideally to the 
systems that show aces over 
opening two bids. In that 
method North has plenty of fun 
showing his two aces and then 
South stops at six when he fails 
to hear about the ace of trumps. 
Blackwood, however, is inef- 
fective in cases like this because 
the aces cannot be identified.

The public is tired of 
annual trolley strikes. Business cannot af- 
ford the losses that accompany such a 
strike every year. Unless there is a per- 
manent settlement, prospective new indus- 
try will be leery of locating in the Atlanta 
area. 

A jitney-weary metropolitan area looks 
forward to today’s decision with hope.

What Do We 


Mean ‘Peach State’? 


It’s about time Georgia either took 
“Peach State” off automobile tags or clari- 
fied the meaning of the inscription. 

If the State still insists “Peach State” 
refers to the fruit, then our neighbor to the 
east, South Carolina, has sound basis for 
its argument that Georgia should have dis- 
carded the boast long ago. 

But if it refers to the kind of peaches 
that trip uown Peachtree Street in Atlan- 

‘ta, Bull Street in Savannah, Water Street 
in Bainbridge or Broac Street in Athens, 
then Georgia has every right to keep it— 
and in bigger, bolder lettering. 

In production of the fruit, Georgia has 
tumbled sadly in the last few years. Even 
last year the State ranked tenth on the list. 
And it is not the weather’s fault. As a 
matter of fact, the number of peach trees 
in the State has dropped 50 per cent in 10 
years—from 8,000,000 in 1940 to about 
4,000,000 this year. Profits simply haven’t 
been enough to induce growers to keep 
adding to their groves. Parasites have 
multiplied—and so have costs. The out- 
look is not good. 

Not so with Georgia’s production of the 
other kind of peaches. They have, in fact, 
multiplied and prospects for the future 
are brighter than ever. 

If this be the new meaning of the 
“Peach State” inscription Georgia can con- 
tinue to use it without fear of contradic-

Welfare Should 


Not Be an Issue 


It is disappointing to see political candidates 
act like demagogues and paint their opponents 
as enemies of needy old people and the sick. 
We believe both Governor Talmadge and For- 

mer Acting Governor Thompson and their respective Welfare 
Directors are sincerely interested in doing all they can, or could, 
to relieve suffering and need among Georgians. 


The former administration and the present administration 
have complied with federal rules on distribution of federal, state 
and local. funds. Yet our political campaigns usually include mud- 
throwing at whoever has the unfortunate job of administering 
Georgia’s welfare program. 


Former \Acting Gov. Thompson is holding up copies of checks 
for $1 pensions issued during the Talmadge administration. He is 
telling campaign crowds he will fire the State Welfare Director 
for issuing such tiny benefits. The Welfare Director, in reply, 
makes public copies of checks issued in 1948 by Thompson’s own 
Welfare Director—whom Thompson promoted instead of firing. 

. Two years ago, Gubernatorial Candidate 
Little Change Herman Talmadge shouted from the campaign 
stumps that the Thompson administration knocked off the pension 
rolls “a little old lady at Moultrie just because she owned a little 
strip of land’”—and he promised that he wouldn’t make “the help- 
less old folks sell their pots and pans” before they were eligible 
to. get old age assistance checks. But Talmadge has made little 
change on such eligibility specifications. 

In a state which is poor economically, there will always be 
criticism of the way the welfare program is administered. How- 
ever, the number of persons on the rolls and the size of the checks 
received have been steadily increasing and a fine building pro- 
gram has been going on at Milledgeville State Hospital for the 
past several years—regardless of who was Governor and who was 
Welfare Director. Thus, it seems the criticism by the guberna- 
torial candidates is unjustified. 

Outstanding progress has been made during the present ad- 
ministration, with Alan Kemper as Welfare Director. Three hun- 
dred doctors, nurses, and attendants have been added to the Mil- 
ledgeville State Hospital. Employes of this giant hospital have been 
placed under the State Merit System. A hospital building has been 
constructed for Negroes. A 1,000-bed psychiatric hospital is under 
construction. A dental building is under construction. A State 
Training School for Negro Boys has been opened at Augusta, mak- 
ing possible more room for white boys at the Milledgeville State 
Training School. 


It is a matter of record—audited by the federal government | 


and easily checked—that Georgia’s assistance rolls are at an all- 
time high; that the total amount of money going to this purpose is 
at an all-time high, and that the average pension check today is 
greater than it was when the present administration took office. 

There are $l1-per-month pension checks going out 
$1 Checks today, just as there were in 1947. The amount a 
person receives is based upon the need—as determined upon a 
formula of a certain amount for food, clothing, shelter, etc. Here- 
tofore, when funds were exhausted, the state could freeze its pen- 
sion rolls and let a waiting line start building up. Now, the fed- 
eral government requires that the rolls remain open at all times. 
In order to have funds for new applicants, the state reduced the 
items for which aid was granted. If a person receives only a $1 
check, it means that is the best the state—regardless of adminis- 
tration—can do with the funds available and still give mor@aid 
to the more needy persons. 

We think both Talmadge and Thompson made improvements 
in the welfare program. We believe that whether Talmadge and 
Kemper stay in office, or whether Thompson and a new director 
come into office, the State of Georgia will continue to improve its 
institutions and will try to do its best for its aged persons, blind 
persons, and dependent children. Believing this, we do not see 
the welfare program as a political issue in this campaign.

ity carries great weight. 

In the field of economic issues, the late Chief 
Justice Charles Evans Hughes performed a po-

fecting the welfare of our people. Mr. Hughes 
brought the court around to a more up-to-date 
viewpoint on basic issues involved i New Deal 
measures and philosophy, which the people of 


the country had approved, thwarted the Roose- 


velt attack through the so-called “court-pack- 
_ ing” plan, and thus saved the court and its pres- 
tige. 


The antisegregation decisions this week 
represented compromise, too, essentially, and 
yet opened the way for a broadening of their 
application in the future as our racial prob- 
lems are minimized through education and 
enlightenment. 


The court’s calm and reasonable approach 
serves to dilute somewhat the angry bickerings 
in Congress as now, for example, over FEPC, 
with which performance its attitude is a refresh- 
ing contrast. At the same time the court cre- 
ates what might be called a better spiritual at- 
mosphere and raises our sights to goals ulti- 
mately to be achieved. 


The court chose to stick closely to the facts 
in the individual cases, as it does most often, 
and avoided the broad constitutional issue which 
the Justice Department in the railway case, 
and counsel] for the plaintiffs, in the education 
cases, had posed for settlement under the Four- 
teenth Amendment.

Tires Howl in Price Protest 


WASHINGTON—Akron’s mightiest rubber moguls agree that the price of shoes 
for the old heap is on the way up. This is partly because some of the synthetic 
rubber ingredients they thought they’d get for tires are turning up as rattles for 
babies, shower bath curtains, and plastic ukuleles. Who’s to blame? The govern- 
ment, of course. Or so say the men who keep America’s wheels rolling on rubber. 

In the last six months the price of genuine rubber from Asiatic trees has doubled; 
this is largely because of riots and Communists in Malaya and Indonesia. So the tire makers thought 
they’d turn increasingly to synthetic rubber, made in the plants the government built during the 


war. They thought. 

Five of these mighty factories used to turn 
coal and oil into a gummy substance called sty- 
rene. This, when boiled in one way, becomes 
rubber. When fried on another kind of fire it 
turns into plastics. 


So the Federals sold four of their styrene 
plants to private business a while back and, 
according to the unhappy rubber gentlemen, 
these wonder-working factories now are spe- 
clalizing in plastics instead of rubber. And 
another thing. To get styrene, you’ve got 
to have benzol. This comes from coal. John 
L, Lewis messed that up good a while back 
and now we've got a serious benzol short- 
age. 


So the boss men of Goodyear, Goodrich and 
Firestone think the government ought to start 
its. other synthetic factories to booming again 
and get some tire material in stock, just in case 
those orientals become too busy shooting at each 
other to ship out any more of the genuine stuff. 

That still isn’t all. Harvey Firestone Jr., a 
ruddy-faced citizen who is considerably younger 
than his white-haired competitors, says the gov- 
erment hasn’t done so well with its rubber fac- 
tories. 

Firestone told the Senate Armed Services sub- 
committee that if the government would lease 
these factories to private rubber firms, they’d 


start competing with each other and first thing 
you knew they’d be making better rubber. 


His cohorts, the Messrs. Paul W. Litchfield, 
chairman of the Goodyear Tire and Rubber Co., 
and John L. Collyer, president of B. F. Goodrich 
Co., didn’t go quite this far. They agreed with 
Firestone that businessmen could make better 
rubber than G-men, but that since the cold war 
seemed on the verge of.getting warmer, they’d go 
along with the government staying in the rubber 
business for two more years. That is, if it got 
busy and started turning out rubber wholesale. 


The senators have got to decide shortly 
whether to take Uncle Samuel out of the 
rubber business, or whether to maintain the 
federal monopoly on synthetic tire material. 
The subject is of. vast importance to us mo- 
torists. And that brings up another thing. 


My new car is equipped with some super de 
luxe tires built by one of these gentlemen, with 
some of the fanciest squeegee marks in the tread 
any doodler could think up. On some kinds of 
roads these tires hum; on some they roar, and 
on some they rumble. It’s not for me to give 
the Akron experts advice, but as a customer I’d 
appreciate it if they’d start making tires again 
that don’t howl in protest every time I drive 
faster than 20 miles an hour.

med The Making 
Of a Saint 


NEW YORK—This is the first of two pieces 
on how a human being, long ‘since become dust, 
is made a saint in the Catholic Church. 

Perhaps you will believe what is written here. Perhaps not. 
What counts, I suppose, is that the mechanics of sainthood are 
pretty darn interesting. There is no other practice in the world 
quite like this one. 


P There has been some controversy among 
Share Crop per Catholics I know over the enrollment of 
the next saint; Maria Goretti, who will be canonized at St. Peter’s 
in Rome on June 25th, amid the ringing of every church bel] in 
Rome. 

Maria was born in Corinaldo, Italy, on October 16, 1890. Her 
people were illiterate share-croppers. She could neither read nor 
write at the age of nine, but was taking care of the Goretti house- 
hold while her widowed mother worked in the fields. 

From the testimony of those who remember her, she had bright 
chestnut hair, fine features and a radiant smile. At least, she had 
these until July 5, 1902, when a 19-year-old boy named Alessandro 
Serenelli dragged her—she was 11 by then—into the kitchen of her 
family’s shack and attempted to rape her. 

Maria fought the fellow off, protesting “It is a sin. God does 


not want it.” So he took out a dagger and stabbed her to death. 


Just before she died she begged that her murderer be pardoned. 
He wasn’t. He was put away for a 30-year term. 

Pardoned now and long since publicly penitent, Serenelli, who 
is 68 and a gardener in a Capuchin monastery in Ascoli, Italy, 
will be present at the girl’s canonization on the 25th. So will her 
60-year-old brother Angelo, a dye factory worker in New Village, 
N. J., and her 87-year-old mother, who still lives in Corinaldo, 

(In case the word “canonization” is confusing, it means the 
placing of one’s name in the canon—which is a group of prayers 
making up an important part of the mass service. The making of 
a new saint, involved as it is, is one of the few instances werein 
a Pope invokes the rule of infallibility . . . Based, in cases like 
this, on exhaustive evidence). 

Making the grade of sainthood is a tedious process, involved 
with worldly (and churchly) suspicion. In the case of Maria Go- 
retti it began when her neighbors, having read the shocking ac- 
counts of the murder, decided that she was a martyr who had died 
heriocally in defense of her chastity. They assumed she was in 
Heaven and, being there, could be appealed to in prayers. Some of 
those in that village who prayed to her had their prayers answered, 
often in remarkable or supernatura] manner. 

The Catholic church itself does not initiate sainthood proceed- 
ings. Such action must come from lay members of the church. 

Maria’s supplicants finally gained the ear of a bishop of the 
area. He was willing to go through with the enormous paper work 
involved—taking of testimony, mainly—but the Passionist Fathers, 
a Catholic order which has charge of the church in which Maria 
is buried, and which has headquarters in Chicago and Union City, 
carried most of the ball. 


Waiting List Getting through to Pope Pius XII, and getting 

his stamp of approval, was no simple matter. 
There’s an impressive backlog of nominees for sainthood in the 
Catholic church. Seven hundred forty-one names dating back to 
the fourteenth century and representing 20 countries. In the 
church it takes about 200 years to clear a saint, on the average. 
Maria’s case had no known precedent, in that her mother, brother 
and, in effect, her cause of sainthood are living and will be on 
hand. 

But to make sainthood, by way of such intermediate steps as 
being declared “venerable” in 1945 and “blessed” in 1947, the 
murdered girl’s spirit had to pass bewildering tests. It had to 
be proved, over the scoffing objections of a prosecuting attorney 
who is alternately called “promoter of the faith” and the “devil’s 
advocate” that several miracles spring from her intercession, in- 
cluding the instantaneous cure of a man who had been stone deaf 
for nine years, and the sudden and other unexplained recovery of 
a TB patient.

So I slip 
off to one of the cabins, in the afternoon, but soon they find me 
and the rest is over. ‘Here you are,’ they shout, and pile right in 
on me.” 

“Well, how on earth do they find you? There’s enough cabins 
on the place it looks like you’d be able to hide in one of them.” 

“It’s Topsy that does it. Topsy is the worst of the lot. She 
thinks I belong to her. No matter where I go and into what cabin 
I slip, that Topsy is sure to follow and scent and walk right to it. 
The kids just follow and there you are. There isn’t a hope in the 
world for a grandma to get any sleep around this place.” 

“Why don’t you make them move off?” we asked with a 
straight face. 

“Are you serious?” she replied, looking right at us as though 
we didn’t have bat brains. 
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How Sweet the Sunlight Sleeps 


Halfway up the mountain the sticky heat of the lowlands suddenly fell 
away. All of a sudden it was cool, then cooler, and though the sun was shining from 
a blue sky a clean strong wind was blowing. In the clear and sparkling air the 
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hills were a vivid green—so green that the gray blue waters of the lake made 
an emerald shimmer. It was spring in the hills, spring full-tide and blooming, but 
a spring as cool and clean and crisp and clear as water from a mountain spring.

There 
were not so many this time, after the great 
slaughter of two years before when the strangers 
from far away had sneaked in. But the big old 
buck had been seen once, late in the’ afternoon, 
drinking his fill at the edge of the lake, and the 
old doe with the crippled foot was still around.

A Remarkable Woman Politician 


WASHINGTON—When Margaret Chase Smith became the first Republican to castigate Sen. 
Joseph McCarthy to his face for “character assassination sheltered by the shield of immunity,” it was 
only one of the many indications that this lady from Maine is something above ordinary in the realm 
of women politicians. On no other issue within memory have politicians in general been so scary of 
taking a stand as they are with regard to this charge of Communist infiltration of the State depart- 


ment. 

As stated by Mrs. Smith, quite a few Repub- 
licans ,jhave nursed hopes of “riding to victory 
through the selfish politica] exploitation of fear, 
ignorance, bigotry and intolerance.” But Repub- 
lican leaders—Sen. Robert Taft among them— 
have backed away from direct personal endorse- 
ment of the McCarthy campaign. 


And ocratic officeholders for the most 
part have been even more unwilling to iden- 
tify themselves as opponents of McCarthy 
and defenders of Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson. Democratic congressional candi- 
dates frankly are fearful of the effect at the 
polls of the McCarthy onslaught. 


Characteristically,, Senator Smith balanced her 
analysis of the situation. Her condemnation of 
McCarthy was unmistakable, but she also re- 
viewed the conduct of foreign affairs to the con- 
clusion that “the Democratic administration has 
provided us with sufficient campaign issues 
without resorting to political smears. 

“The administration,” she said, “has confused 
the people by its daily contradictory grav 
warnings and optimistic assurances. It has Il 
confidence by its complacency to the threat of 
Communism here at home and the leak of vital 
secrets to Russia.” 

Mrs. Smith first leaped into the national polit- 
ical limelight when she received more votes than 
three masculine opponents, including a gov- 
ernor and an ex-governor of her state, to become 
the first woman senator elected strictly on her 
own steam. 

Hattie Caraway of Arkansas, the.only other 
woman elected to the Senate, was appointed

initially to succeed her deceased husband dnd 
held on for two elective terms because of a bitter 
factional division as to which man should take 
her place. A quiet home body, Mrs. Caraway’s 
senatorial voice never arose above a whisper. 

Mrs. Smith was elected to the House of Rep- 
resentatives to succeed her deceased husband, 
but she very quickly established far herself a 
political character that won her four congres- 
sional re-elections before she was promoted to 
the Senate by the amazing vote of 159,182 to 64,- 
074 in 1948. 


A highlight of her speech was the an- 
nouncement of a “declaration of conscience,” 
signed by herself and six other Republican 
senators, condemning McCarthy’s tactics. The 
other participants, all from the progressive 
wing of the party, were Sens. Charles Tobey 
of New Hampshire, Irving Ives of New York, 
George Aiken of Vermont, Robert Hendrick- 
son of New Jersey, Edward Thye of Minne-. 
sota and Wayne Morse of Oregon. 


_It is remembered that substantially this same 
group was active in bidding for increased liberal 
representation in the Senate’s Republican coun- 
sels, with result that Mrs. Smith and Senator 
Ives were added to the party’s steering commit+ 

Mrs. Smith has been seriously discussed as, a 
Republican vice-presidential possibility. Her clase 
friends are quite sure that she would not spur 
such a nomination, but, they say, her first de- 
action to the suggestion was that Maine, with ifs 
five electoral votes always in the Republican 
bag, is a poor place from which to project any 
national political ambition.

Milk, Butter, Cheese, and Ice Cream 
Are Products of Town and Country

“How can a brown cow eat 
green grass and give white milk 
and yellow butter?” Did you 
ever ponder “that childish rid- 
dle? 

“Two quarts of milk, a pound 
of butter and some _ cheese, 
please,” you tell the grocer. 

Now that you've grown up, 
have you even given any more 
thought to the riddle or how 
these fine daily foods get to the 
store ready for you to take 
home? 

The story of the basic food— 
milk—its daily arrival, fresh 
and swest, from farms often far 
distant is one of the fascinating 
stories of industrial advance- 
ment for better living. June is 
Dairy Month—a national salute 
to one of the important indus- 
tries forming part of the “Life- 
line of America.” 

The magnitude of the dairy 
industry is apparent as we real- 


ize one out of every 15 families. 


in the United States is depend- 
ent on milk for a livelihood. 
Twenty-five million cows pro- 
duce our milk. Improved dairy 
herds, well-fed and well-cared- 
for on modern dairy farms, 
mean quality milk with high 
and afficient production. Winter 
and Summer, linking farm and 
city, the dairy industry brings 
clean, cold, pasteurized milk and 
cream, bottled daily in sterile 
containers—rich yellow butter— 
cheese of many kinds—ice cream 
of many flavors—a wealth of 
healthful food for American 
families. 


GEORGIA’S PLACE 

Georgia is endowed with ex- 
orptionally favorable conditions 
for developing a _ substantial 
dairy industry. Through the co- 
operation of the Agricultural 
Extension Service and the coun- 
ty agents, considerable progress 
has and is being made in build- 
ing permanent pastures so cows 
can be grazed on a ysrar-round 
basis. This, coupled with sound 
breeding and management and 
an available labor supply means 
@ great new opportunity for ex- 
pansion of this basic industry in 
our State. 


MILK FROM FARM TO 
FAMILY 

Sixteen carefully planned, 
perfectly controlled steps are 
necessary to bring a quart of 
‘milk to your table. That quart 
of milk begins way back in the 
scientific selection of silage, 
grain, hay and pasture making 
up the cow’s diet. Clean, vet- 
erinarian-tested cows are milked 
at least twice a day and each 
cow's milk production w«ecord 
is usually kept. The warm milk 
is immediately strained and 
cooled in the farm milk house. 
Each day a milk truck takes 
milk to a city plant or to a 
country receiving station. Here 
the milk is weighed, tested, 
cooled and shipped to a city 
mm by tank truck or tank car. 

ere again the milk is tested, 
weighed and chilled before it 
flows into storage tanks ready 
for pasteurization. 

Fram the chilling tanks the 
milk is clarified or filtered be- 
fore being pasteurized in ther- 
mostatically controlled equip- 
ment. Pasteurized milk flows 
into machines which fill and 
seal the sterile glass or paper 
containers. The filled contain- 
ers are inspected, packed in 
cases, sent to refrigerated rooms 
from which trucks are loaded 


tte 


for delivery to your grocet’s or 
to your home. 

Nearly every segment of the 
country’s manufacturing, tech- 
nical and professional skills are 
drawn into this long “milkline.” 
Every time you pour Junior a 
glass of milk you owe these 
people a debt of gratitude: the 
dairymen themselves, plus vet- 
erinarians, building suppliers, 
construction men, fabricators of 
milk cans, milkers, fitters, ma- 
chinery of all types, producers 
of raw materials from lumber 
through most of the metals, and 
transportation men, including 
rail, truck and ship employes. 

WHAT THE WORDS MEAN 
Pasteurization assures’ safe 
milk. Most milk today is pas- 
teurized. This process kills 
harmful bacteria if any are 
present. The flavor is unaf- 
fected, food values relatively 
unchanged, 

Homogenized milk is now pro- 
vided in many communities. 
Homogenization is a mechani- 
cal process which breaks up the 
butterfat into minute particles 
and distributes them evenly 
throughout the milk. 

Vitamin D milk is pasteurized 
milk in which the vitamin D 
content is increased by the ad- 
dition of the vitamin concen- 
trate. 

Certified milk means it is raw 
milk produced and distributed 
according to established stand- 
ards for cleanliness. It is not 
pasteurized. 

MILK MAKES MANY GOOD 
FOODS 
Cream—light, heavy, half and 
half: ice cream from fancy 
shapes and flavors to plain bulk 
vanilla; high quality yellow 
butter; and hundreds of hard, 
semi-hard; soft and unripened 
cheeses are some of the every- 
day  taken-for-granted fine 
foods made from pure, fresh 

milk. 

The dairy industry has spent 
and is spending now millions 
of dollars in the interest of find- 
ing new food values and new 
uses for its products. 

Research in nutrition makes 
clear the fundamental reason 
why milk and other dairy prod- 
ucts are an essential part of the 
diet. Three-fourths of all the 
calcium in our diet is provided 
by milk and its products. They 
also supply almost one-half the 
riboflavin, about one-fourth of 
the fat, nearly one-fourth of the 
protein, and 18 percent of the 
vitamin A consumed in this 
country. In addition other 
known nutrients, as well as 
those yet unidentified, are pro- 
vided in significant amounts, by 
dariy products. 

DRINK MORE MILK 

A recent news letter from the 
Georgia Department of Com- 
merce reports “the average per 
capita consumption of milk by 
Georgians is far below the na- 
tional level, with Atlanta, the 
state's largest city, reporting only 
eight-tenths of a pint per capita 
consumption daily. Nutritionists

Bacon May Be Main Dish 


For All Meals of Day

Bacon is an every season, every day, and every meal 


standby for young brides. 


If there is a more versatile 


meat than bacon we can’t think of it. Bacon starts the day 
right when it appears at breakfast. 


The way bacon dresses up 
and brings out the flavor of 
other foods for lunch and din- 
ner is its own little success 
story. 

Now’s the time to be thinking 
in terms of lots of bacon for all 
meals of the day. It’s plentiful, 
it’s of excellent quality, and best 
news of all, it’s selling at most 
attractive prices. A good hint 
for any homemaker. 


OVEN-COOKED BACON 

The easiest way for a bride to 
cook bacon is in the oven be- 
cause this method requires no 
watching. That leaves. the 
“young cook” free to go about 
the preparation of other foods 
for the meal. If more experi- 
enced cooks ever try this method 
of cooking a large quantity of 
bacon for a party or big family, 
they’ll never give it up. 

To oven cook bacon, preheat 
oven to 400 degrees. Lay bacon 
strips with fat edges overlap- 
ping lean of next strip on a 
rack in any shallow pan. Bake 
on top shelf of oven 10 to 12 
minutes, or until desired crisp- 
ness is reached. No turning is 
necessary. The bacon needs no 
draining and browns evenly 
from end to end with no curl- 
ing. 


.BACON FOR BREAKFAST 


Weekday breakfast menus 
usually must be kept rather sim- 
ple, but they must be well bal- 
anced, too. Here are some at- 
tractive and nutritious everyday 
breakfast menus including ba- 
con: 

1, Orange juice, puffed rice, 
bacon, whole wheat toast, apri- 
cot jam, coffee. 

2. Vegetable juice, scrambled 
eggs with bacon, toasted pecan 
rolls, coffee. 

3. Grapefruit, bacon with 
grits, raisin coffee cake, coffee. 


BACON FOR LUNCH 


These menu suggestions can 
use any left-over cooked bacon. 

1. Creamed eggs and bacon on 
toast. (Dice crisp cooked bacon 
and add to creamed hard- 
cooked eggs.) 

2. Scrambled eggs and mush- 
rooms with bacon. (Mix some 
mushroom soup with eggs in- 
stead of milk.) 

3. Quick cheese rabbit topped 
strips (Processed 
cheese melted in top of double 
boiler with a little milk.) 


BACON FOR DINNER 


For a hearty family dinner, 
cook a quantity of bacon, pre- 
paring some of it well done and 
some of it less crisp to suit in- 
dividual tastes. Serve with 
creamed potatoes and chives, 
peas, fresh or canned fruit salad, 
and jelly roll for dessert. 

Liver has become a real fav- 
orite with most families, but 
when it’s liver and bacon for 
dinner, it’s a combination that 
makes eyes shine. 

Use bacon to top all kinds of 
casseroles—canned beans mixed 
with catsup, molasses, brown 
Sugar, mustard and some curry 
powder; macaroni and cheese; 
scalloped corn. Bacon draped

Many overweights, looking 
for an easy way out of diet, ask 
if appetite depressants are safe 
and if they are effective. 

The best way to answer these 
questions is to report the re- 
sults of a scientific study in 
which the value of (1) diet alone 
(2) diet plus thyroid and (3) 
diet plus an appetite depressant 
(the drug known as Benzedrine 
or amphetamine sulfate) were 
compared in the treatment of 
overweight. A detailed account 
of this experiment is in the 
January issue of “Nutrition Re 
views.” 

For the study, 299 patients 
were selected, all so-called “nor- 
mal overweights’—that is, their 
overweight was not complicated 
by any disease. The diet was ex- 


actly the same for all groups— 
a 1,200 calorie, high protein, 
low fat diet, supplemented by a 
daily vitamin concentrate. 

One hundred and thirty-two 
of the overweizchts followed diet 
alone—they were not given any 
other aid to weight reduction. 
In another group, 61 over- 


weights were first treated by. 


.diet alone, and this was followed 
by a second period during 
which the same diet was com- 
bined with thyroid medication. 

In a third group of 90 over- 
weights, a preliminary period of 
diet alone was followed by a 


second period of the same diet , 


combined with the appetite de- 
pressant, given twice a day, one 
to two hours before lunch and 
before dinner. 

Of the three groups, which 
would you assume came out 
best? Those on diet alone, those 
on diet plus thyroid, or the group 


on diet with an appetite depres- | 


sant? 

Well, the results surprised 
even your dietitian. The group 
reducing solely by diet came out 
the winners, proving that diet 
alone produces satisfactory, 
moderate weight reduction. The

irritability, nervous’ tension,

ly forced the use of smaller 
doses or discontinuance of the 
drug. 

In the opinion of the investi- 
gators, amphetamine should be 
issued only by non-refillable 
prescription, and regular medi- 
cal supervision is essential. In 


addition, it was pointed out that | 


there is a real question of the 
advisability of using any sort of 
drug which might become a 
crutch on which overweights 
could develop psychologic de- 
pendence, instead of being 
forced to recognize fully that 
the basic cause of the trouble 
is overeating, and that the only 
sure and permanent cure is diet 
control.

“Some 25,000 miners lose a day’s 
work every day oil pours in at the 
present rate,” he declared. “If a 
utility substitutes imported fuel oil 
for 3,000,000 tons of annual coal 
consumption, 2,000 miners and at 
least 1,600 railroad workers are 
put out of work. 

“Is it good to do all this so that 
some Sheik in the Near East or a 
South American government may 
collect a few million dollars more 
in royalties?” he asked. 

He reminded his audience that 
the utilities, which spend $600,- 
000,000 a year for coal, would have 
to spend that amount in capital 
outlay to provide their own min- 
ing facilities. In this connection, 
Edison Electric Institute statistics 
show the power and light industry 
‘used 84,000,000 tons of coal last 
year compared with 100,000,000 in 
1948. 

Love said three major problems 
confront the coal companies. The 
first of these was labor. On this 
score, he remarked that the indus- 


jtry will prosper if it accomplishes 


its goal of no strikes, and that a 
permanent organization in the coal 
industry is being set up now to- 
ward the end, 

| Discussing the second problem, 
competition with other fuels, he 
said present production is about 
500,000,000 tons a year, compared 
with a peak of 630,000,000 three 
years ago.
